It is 
built on the East River at the junction with 
the ‘famahui River, which is comparatively 
sinall but is-navigable by small craft as far 
as the market town of Tamshui, only some 
twenty-five miles distant from Mirs Buy. 
Across the Tamahni, Waickow is joined by a 
permanent bridge of boats to Kiwaishin, an 
imposing-looking walled city. Waichow 
Jtself is an important garrison town. Were 
Waichow and Kewasishin to be opened, it 
svems hardly. probable that trade vould 
proceed by the Hast River, the roate being too 
long, and the East River, though a Bnea ad 
broad stream, being tuo shallow fur any but 
native craft drawing very little water. No 
stenm launch can get higher than Skekloong 
or Tungiun, and then only at high-water 
seavona of the year. Tt would never be 
possible to communicate hetween Hongkong
